Few buildkig starts were 
made in Sierra Madre dur¬ 
ing February, probably due 
to the lunfavorable weather. 
Because of this the value 
of building permits for the 
first two months of 1969 are 
only $138,761, compared to 
$661,468 for the same period 
of last year. 

Total number of building 
permits issued for the 
month wore 19, with valiua- 
tion of $56,696. This includ¬ 
ed one single dwelling unit, 
valuation $29,000. Street, 
electrical and plumbing .per¬ 
mits issued, 26, with fees of 
$198.50. 

Plan check and building 
permit fees amounted to 
$408.75. Business licenses at 
$1,737.05. Dog licenses, 109

Representative gov e r n - 
ment DOES imply to a de¬ 
gree that certain decisions 
must be delegated to the 
elected to carry out ,he man¬ 
date of the people. But it 
does not grant nor imply 
license to commit the tax¬ 
payers to large swms of 
money which only partially 
acocmplish their objectives 
and at thg .peril of more 
pre.ssing needs. 

Sierra Madre is only 3.54 
square miles in area with a 
population of approximately 
12,000, perhaps a quarter of 
whom are apartment resi¬ 
dents. But the fact remains, 
our area is a community of 
middle income and semi-re¬ 
tired .persons who constant¬ 
ly feel the strain of In¬ 
creased taxes and cost of 
living. No wonder, then, 
that each new expe.n'dlture, 
whether .public or private, 
causes great personal Con¬ 
cern- 

I believe the electroate 
should decide whether it 
considers the Recreation 
Center a luxury .against the 
need of a new Civic Center, 
a new Fire Station, versus 
funds for the maintenance 
of secondary streets, and the 
almost certain replacement 
of an antiquated water sys¬ 
tem. 

'The Recreation Center, for 
example, represents an ex¬ 
penditure of $161,000 for the 
building onlv. It does not 
include $13,000 in arcliltecfs 
fees, furniture nor ecjulp- 
ment. 'The Master Plan calls 
for another $181,000 for 
landscaping, tennis courts, 
parking lot, etc. ’This does 
not include instrucrtors ,nor 
permanent mainten a n c e. 
Besides the tax dollars re¬ 
quired to finance, there will 
be u.se and .program fees, 
amounts not yet disclosed or 
determined. 

Water is our most vital 
concern today; our present 
system, over forty years old, 
is thoroughly antiqiUated 
and in need of major over¬ 
haul. A recent study by the 
city engineer Indicated that 
a half-million dollars may 
be required at any time to 
maintain, or replac* the pre¬ 
sent system. We have only 
$100,000 at the present time 
to meet this emergency. Can 
it be that the water fund is 
currently used just to main¬ 
tain the day-to-day opera- 
ions of the various city de¬ 
partments? 

Another recent study In¬ 
dicated that $1,000,000 will 
eb required to bring the sec¬ 
ondary streets of Sierra 
Madre up to accepts b 1 e 
standards. 

Civic Center plans, now 
nearing completion, indicate 
that a million to a million 
and a half may be required 
to acocmplish this .program 
via a bond issue. Interest on 
a long-term loan could 
double this figure. 

These, then, are some of 
the questions which, the 
petition seeks to resolve. It 
asks the taxpayer to take a 
knowledgeable look at what 
he is about to spend; If he 
wants it, then in what order

There 
is an internationally fam¬ 
ous Catholic college for 
men. Cullman’s Ave Maria 
Grotto is considered one of 
the wonders of the world. 
Millions of people have 
visited it. 

As Cullman has a large 
trading area, two highways 
and a railroad, perhaps it 
would be fairer to compare 
Sierra Madre with the very 
old, picture-book, all-white, 
no train, no major highway, 
village of Blountsville, pop¬ 
ulation 1500. Not a very big 
trading area as it is now 
wedged in between two 
larger towns and only 45 
miles from Birmingham. 
This little town has five 
traffic lights.

I'he following is a copy of 
a letter to the City Coun¬ 
cil. 

Gentlemen; 

At a recent Board meeting 
of the Foothill Areas As¬ 
sociation, February 25, the 
proposed fire station at Me¬ 
morial Park was di.scu.ssed. 
Several facts were presented 
by members of the board as 
follows: 

1. According to a fire re¬ 
port, which the City paid for 
three years ago, the desired 
location for the new fire ; 
station should be at Grand¬ 
view and Baldwin streets. 

2. Many of the volunteers 
of the fire department work 
at Montecito near Baldwin. 
The length of time for them 
to get to the proposed fire 
station could be very detri¬ 
mental to good fire protec¬ 
tion. 

3. The prposed County 
Brush Station at Stone 
House Road wall in no way 
affect fire in.surance rates in 
town because this station 
can not assure us of an¬ 
swering a fire call if they 
are fighting a county fire 
elsewhere. 

Because of thes facts, a 
motion was made, seconded 
and approved by the Foot¬ 
hill Areas Association Board 
stating: 'The Board of Gov¬ 
ernors of the Foothill Areas 
Association, requests that 
the City locate the new fire 
station in a .place that will 
,provide adequate protection 
for the Northeast section of 
town'. We recommend that 
the new fire station should 
not be moved to a location 
more remote from the North 
east section of town than it 
is now. 

We sincerely hOipc that 
the Fotohill Areas Associa¬ 
tion will always be able to 
work with the ^-'ty Council 
in respect to iCity and Can¬ 
yon affairs. We cordially ex¬ 
tend a welcome to City Offi¬ 
cials to all our Foothill 
Areas Associations meetings 
and events.

Nixon really wants to set of State for African Affairs. 


New Pay Raise! 


The nice new pay raise voted President Richard Nixon 
immediately prior to his inaugural, and the salary hikes 
for Vice President Spiro Agnew and a host of others 
took the spotlight from the benefits now being made avail¬ 
able to former President Lyndon Johnson and former Vice 
President Hubert Humphrey. 

During the transition period between administrations 
the outoging President and Vice President had the use 
of $450,000, half of the $900,000 appropriated under the 
Presidential Transition Act of 1964. The other $450,000 
obviously was made available to the incoming administra¬ 
tion. Perhaps the availability of the $900,000 had some¬ 
thing to do with the smoothness of the transition. 

Ex President Johnson has received the use of $275,000 
for six months time from the day he left office for such 
thing as office space, staff compensation, travel expenses, 
subsistence, allowances, communiactions and prin ting 


this nation on a truly new 
course, he will have to end 
the Liberal Establishment’s 
control over key gover.mnent 
jobs at the middle echelon 
level. Conservative govern¬ 
ment cannot be achieved 
simply by installing a new 
President in the White 
House.

De¬ 
pending on whether Mr. Johnson contributed to the re¬ 
tirement fund for the full 32 years he was in Congress 
prior to entering the White House, he would be eligible 
for about $24,000 a year from this source. 

When Mr. Johnson was President, he received a q.ue!3tionably, they have rea- 
salary of $100,000 yearly as opposed to Mr. Nixon’s $200,000 .son to ex,nect that hard- 
annually. Johnson had .$90,000 a year for travel and offi- liners on^^inta-.nationM m>es^ 
cial expenses plus annual appropriations for his staff and 
the executive offices. 

In retirement former President and Mrs. Johnson will 
be protected by the Secret Service, as will former Vice 
President Humphrey. Humphrey will not be protected for 
life, but for some six months. 

Thus as a retired President, LBJ will be well taken 
care of financially, a fact which was not always true and 
in fact a situation which has come about only recently. 

President Madison, for in-stance, was destroyed financially 
by his service to his country and never compensated. The 
quality of our presidents probably hasn’t improved over 
the years, but they are treated better for their efforts 
in the people’s behalf.

To those who may have felt a little less than exultant 
over the Congressional raise of Congressional pay, we 
offer the neatly satirical solace given by a writer to the 
Los Angeles Times. 

Referring to a Times editorial criticizing the 41 per 
cent increase and the $32,000 per year retirement bene¬ 
fit as being beyond proper limits, Lewis J. Miller of 
Beverly Hills wrote, tongue in check;
